Ottawa, September 12th-— The Can- 
adian people are now being given by 
the Dominion government the opport- 
unity of helping to provide sinews tor 
Canada’s war effort by investing in 
the Second War Loan. ‘The finance 
minister has asked for 300 million d | 
lars. The government bonds are for 
twelve years and bear interest at 3 
per cent. The bonds are sold at $98.75 
andthe yield of the bonds will be 3.125 
per cent. During the past week, lead- 
ers in all branches of Canadian life 
have explained to their fellow country 
men the reasons why the _ federal 
treasury is asking for the money. 
Wars are always expensive but mod 
ern wars are particularly so. The 
ruthlessly effective mechanical equip- 
ment of the enemy which has wrought 
such havoc in Europe bas to be com: 
batted by equally or more effective 
instruments of war on land, sea and 
air, if our liberty and civilization are 
to survive. As Mr lisley, minister of 
finance and many of his colleagues as 
well as premiers of several provinces 
and other leaders have explained at 
public gathrings, this is a call to 
keep faith with those who are enter- 
ing our fighting forces and to help 
ward off the greatest danger that has 
ever menaced this country. 

As the second year of the war be- 
gins, there is much more reason for 
confidence than there was two or three 
months ago. The situation that has 
given rise to this growing feeling of 
optimism has been reviewed by speak- 
ers in the past week. In the first place 
there have been the events of = the 
Battle of Britain, In the phrase of Mr 
Iisley, “Britain’s incomparable resis- 
tance has dispelled the fears of her 
friends.” If the clouds still hang low 
over the “island fortress”, the star of 
hope, faith and confidence shines with 
a steady glow. The Canadian forces 
which are helping to guard Britain 
against invasion are growing. In the 
Past few days a large contingent arr- 
ived from Canada, including the first 
products of the Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan. Canadian Airmen are 
playing their part in the war in the 
skies, In this country the recruiting 
and training of men of all services 
and the production of war industry are 
spreading out to new horizons. With 
ap army of over 1555,000 men, a naval 
personnel of over 10,000 and an air 
force of over 25,000, with a host of new 
men either now in training or shortly 
to come into training camps, and with 
the CommonwealthAir Plan gathering 
head on a scale not expected by those 
who formulated the plan, Canada’s 
wa effort has taken on a new signifi- 
cance. This country has definitely 
left the by paths and is on the high- 
way As speakers explained, the road 
before the British Commonwealth in 
this titanic struggle is long and difti- 
cult, but in the words of Prime Mini- 
ster Churchill the issues are ‘“magni- 
ficent” e 

The development of Canada’s war 
industry has been shown in recent 
announcemets from the ministry of 
munitions and supply. The govern- 
ment’s capital commitments for new 
industrial plants amount to $165,000000 
In addition many millions have been 
spent in erecting new plants and mak- 
ing addition to other factories by pri- 
vate companies, About $50,000,000 
is being spent by the government on 
chemical and explosives plants. ‘Two 
explosives plants being erected in Can- 
ada are among the largest in the 
Empire, Another $50,000,000 is being 
used in the construction of government 
plants which are now turning out or 
in process of manufacturing various 
types of armaments from small arms 
ammunition to field guns,  anti-air- 
craft guns and tanks, In the past few 
days three new plants costing eighteen 
million dollars were authorized, one 
for the manufacture of rifles, another 
chemicals and the other anti-aircraft 
guns. Canada during the first eleven 
months of the war has spent over 
$300,000,000 for teh purchase of war 
supplies for the Canadian services, In 
addition, $85,000,000 has been spent 
for the account of the British Govern- 
ment which is loking forward to a 
greatly increased purchase of war sup- 
plies by Britain from Canada. 

The war is Dow In one phase, but 
here in Canada as in Britain the au- 
thorities look to the time when the 
tide turns from defence to offence and 
are meking the necessary preparat- 
fons. A firm in Montreal is engaged in 
the manufacture of tanks. Canada is 
also negotiating for the purchase of @ 
large number of over-age tanks from 
the United States. These purchased 


tanks will be used in the training ol 
Canadian troops. Aireraft too must 
play part of ever increasing import- 
ance both in defence and offence. ‘Ihe 
authrities are restricting the use of 
aluminum in the manufacture — ol 
household utensils. This mineral is 
vital to the manufacture of 
and this need overrides any 
ary inconvenience to householders 
Canadians will watch with intere t 
for teh report of the joint deien e 
committee which resumes 
its meetings at Washington. 
nouncement at the close of the 
ferences will likely be in general form. 
The committee has, however, assumed 
a new significance since the first 
meetings at Ottawa. The agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain for the acquisition of naval 
and air bases by the United Stater in 
West Atlantic islands including New- 
foundland and the transfer of 50 over- 
age destroyers to Britain, has given 
new proof of the concern of the United 
States in the outcome of the war in 
Europe in connection with its own 
safety, As explained by Mr Churchill, 
nothing has been done to violate the 
neutrality of the United States But 
the pledge of sympathy and friend- 
ship between the two great English 
speaking democracies must have a 
great moral effect on the world.

STRATHMORE GROWN FRUIT 


Various varieties of Apples, Crabs 
and Plums have been grown in the 
Strathmore District for many years 
but not in sufficient quantities to at- 
attrct attention or to require to be 
marketed, A number ot 
been fruiting on C, P, R. Headquart 
ers during past years. During the 
Past five years the planting on Head- 
quarters has been greatly extended 
and a large number of new 
have been put or. trial., 

In 1939, for the first time, the quan 
tity of fruit produced was sutficient 
that it was sold to C. P. R. employees. 
This year the crop is very much grea- 
ter. The young bearing trees have 
heavier crops and younger trees ha. 
come into bearing for the first time. 
The total quantity of crabapples and 
plums amounts to several tons and in 
future years is likely to increase to

There is a great variety of both 


crabs and plums nd all of them with- 
out exception are unexcelled for  jel- 
lies and jams, One variety of plum, 
the Sapa, of which there is a large 
crop, is a tart red-fleshed plum = and 
makes a jam very like Damson jam 
and at least equal in quality. 

It is reasonably safe to predict that 
in future years in increasing quantit- 
ies and a greater number of varieties 
of crabs and plums will be produced. 
Also that standard apples will be pro- 
duced in considerable quantities. It 
also seems reasonably safe to expect 
that within the next few years apri- 
cot, pear and cherry trees now grow- 
ing on Headquarters will add to the 


variety of local grown fruit. 

A surprisingly large amount and 
variety of fruit is grown on the farms 
in this district. Perhaps this is a good 
Place to suggest that farm 
should grow at least a portion of home 
fruit requirements and that every 
yard in Strathmore should have 
sortment of, fruit trees, both for orna 
ment and fruit.
